=\ Hat they pleaſe, for this general Benefit, and other good Reaſons there- 
unto moving, to eſtablith a Regiſter for the Entry of al lngle Papers, 
Pamphlets and Books whatſoever, before they are Printed ; Excepr Ga- 
zettcs, Proclamations, and Papers publiſh'd by the Kings Authority. 

That now One only Regiſter be orderd for entring al forts of Papers,Pamphlets 
and Books, in all Facultys whatſoever,who 1s not to read thePaper or Book, where- 
by he may hinder the Liberty of the Prefs, but to enter the Title of the Book, 
with the Bookſcllers or Printers Name one of which hal be oblig'd to bring the 
{ame to be enterd. And that no Paper, Pamphlet or Book be printed without rhis 
Regiſters Entry and IJzprimatur, under a Penalty. 

Thar the Bookſeller or Printer bring and give one Paper, Pamphict or Book 
to tie {aid Regiſter, for the advantage of a Library to this Academy, as ſoon as it 


iS priated, and for a Certificate of a true Payment. 


Eiaac the Rettor of this Public Academy be by A& of Parliament appointed 


Regiſter of the Preſs, according to ſuch an Eſtabliſhment,” and that his Authorit 


extend to al Prefles in England, with the ſole Privilege of Printing and Publiſh. 
ing al Advertiſements whatſoever ; the Power of the Gazette only excepted. 

That no other Perſon prxſume to Print any Notification, or Advertiſement 
whatſoever, as of Houſes, Eſtats, Goods of all forts, Carryers or Coach bils, 
AuCctious, al Bils of Games, Prizes, Plays, Shews, ec. Al Papers or Forms with 
Blancs to be uſed in any Branch of his Majeſtys Revenue,or in any matter relating 
to his Majcltys {ervice. Os 

That every other {mal Paper, halt or whole Sheet, pay at this Office for its 
Entry one {hilling as often as 1t 1s printed. But each Pamphlet or Book to pay 
from 1 Shect to 5 incluſive five ſhillings, from 5 to 10 ten ſhillings, - and fo tor- 
ward to 1co Sheets, or more, as often as the Book 1s printed or reprinted. 

The ſmal charg of which Entry, without contidering its Excellent Service to 
the Public, cannot in truth be ſuppos'd an Impolition by any Author or Book- 
ſeller, who paid more for Civility and Expedition to former Licencers ; nor 
ought cach Individual Book affect either Buyer or Seller, to raiſe the Price of 
any Book, as by this Scheme does demonſtratively appear. 


An Author, or Bookleller, often prints 1500 Books at one Impreſſion, com- 
monty 1000, for the moſt part in octavo, which makes 16 pages to one ſheet ; 


in quarto 8 pages ; and theſe two Volumes being moſt in uſe, ſhal therefore be.

A Manuſcript of 20 ſheets 1s brought to this Office, and pays 20 5. it printed 
If guarto makes 160 pages, 11 octavo 320. The Impreſſion conſiſting of 1000 
Bocks, cach Book upon Diviſion does not pay tor ittelf one whole Farthing : 
tor 1000 Farthings make 1. 0 .10d. and the Manuſcript pays but 20s. and 
COmaining 320 Pages 1s a large Volum. 

According to vwhich Inſenſible Rate, We are not to x{timat each Book of «5 
Sheets at the 4th rare, of 10 Sheets at 2 Parts, of 15 Sheets at 5 Parts of a Far- 
thing : thus by Progrefiton each Book of 8o ſheets, which complets 640 pages 


in quarco, and 1280 in oftavo, and never to be bound up 1n the laſt Volum, 


pays not a ful Peny for the Impreition of 1000, and if 1500 be printed, a third 


DATT of the ſaid Rare is to be deduced. 


Which faticiently proves, that this Beneficial Act can by no ways or means be 
thought prejudicial, yet may periorm the ſupport of this Public Academy, and 
produce other Advantages to the Nation.
